SHOOTING OASE ON BOARD. A 
BRITISH STEAMER. 

Alfrod Poatlewaite, mess-room steward 
on board the British S, S$. Victoria, wos 
again brought beforo Mr Pollock -in the 
Police Court to-day on tho charge of shoot- 
ing at and wounding 1 Chinese tallyman 
who was employed tallying coals on board 
the vessal. 

Dr P, Jerdan—L am medical practitioner 
and Health Ofticor. I examined tho 
Ohinaman shot on board the Victuria. T 
found o bullet wound midway between tho 
lobe of the right car and tho angle of tho 
jaw. “On examining it closer, I found a 
bullot near the cartiluge of the nese. I 
made a small incision and drew out tha 
bullet. I found it had injured some of the 
bones of tha face and I got ont two or threa 
Yoose fragments of bone. I dressed tho 
wound and sent the patient to the Hospital. 
I do not think ho wasin much pain. 
should say the marks on the bullet were 
caused by somo other means than by its 
contact with the bona. 

H. Elhora aaid:—I ain Acting Sergeant 
of Police. saw a very alight scratch on 
tho Inmp about n quartor of an inch. The 
mark on the lamp corresponded with tho 
markon the bullet, . 

Lei Cheong said he waa tallying on 
board, He was hit from behind with o re- 
volver shot, A faw minutes before being 
shot he saw an Englishman with a revolver 
and some wuate, evidently cleaning it, 

His Worship aaid—I have considered this 
cage and I come to the ‘conclusion that the 
revolvor was firod by accident, It was o 
very unfortunute accident and it was a pity 
tho defendant took to cloaning arms, for 
presume ho was not well acquainted with 
them. I think that thia was purely an ac- 
cident. The defendant imagined that this 
rovolver was always kept unloaded, and he 
hod not the slightest intention of firing of 
a loaded revolver. On the other hand tha 
8rd engineer was very much to blame for 
leaving the revolver loaded. Ho svems to 
have been 4 very nervous man. He lost somo 
things out of his cabin before and kept a 
revolver loaded for the protection of his 
property. Unfortunately ho loaded it tho 
night before this occurrence and forgot to 
unload it, This was most negligent indeed 
on his part and very reprohonsible. He 
knew that the defendant was in the babit 

‘of cleaning out his cabin and that boys 
might in fun pull the trigger of a revolver, 
as thoy unfortunately will sometimes do. 
It was most important for him to be sure 
that that revolver was unloaded. The first 
thing ho ought to have thought of was the 
unloading of the revolver. Tha defendant 
in this case was, I think, very unfortunate, 
and it was only lucky that 1 much more se- 
riows accident did not occur, I think this 
isacase in which the defendaot hos not 
‘committed any crimo at allin the oyes of 
the law, and I order him to be discharged.

THE EMPEROR FREDERICK’S 
“DIARY. 


(From Telegrains to the Times of the 22nd 


Sept.) 
Paris, Sept. 22nd.—In passing through 


San Remo after the departure of Frederick 
TL, [heard there the following statement 
from one of the sectors in the incident 
‘referred to :—The day after the departure 
of the Emperor, M. and Madame Zirio, tha 
proprietors of tho villa ho had occupied, 
entered his rooms to view tho state in 
which they had been left. On oponing the 
fast drawer «f a desk placed in the room of 
the Emperar they found two large volumes 
locked up. A sheet of paper which hung 
from these volumes shnwed that they were 
the Tagebuch of the illustrious sufferer. M, 
Zirio and hia wife at once informed Count 
Radolinski of their discovery, A telegram 
was received at once in reply requesting 
them to carefully preserva this precious 
deposit, and announcing that a courier 
would be sent from Berlin to feteh it. On 
this incident a number vf improbable stato- 
ments have been based. Among these ia 
the story that the Empress Victoriu waa 
detained aaa State prisoner because she 
had not given up the diary of Fredoriok 
TIY. to be placed among the public archives. 
Now, it appoars that these famous doeu- 
meats, which I bolieve to be inoffensive 
enough, are to be published. The cor- 
respondent of the Zemps at Berlia has ob- 
tained sheets, from which he sends the 
following extracts to his newspaper :-— 
‘duly 13th, 1870.—Long interviow with 
Bismarck, He received on the 12th, very 
late, from Madrid, the news of the renun- 
ciation of.
